STATE BOARD OF TRADE. 


A Committee to Attend a Series of Local 
Interior Meetings. 
S a n F ra n c isc o , April 3d.—The Executive 
Committee of the State Board of Trade met 
to-day. President Hatch, of Suiaun, presid­ 
ing. 
General N. P. Chipman, of Red Bluff, 
submitted the following preamble and 
resolutions: 
""Whereas, This Board has established rela­ 
tions w ith certain County Boards of Trade and 
derives its support in part from m em bership 
m onthly dues paid by such Boards: and w here­ 
as, the object of the m em bership of County 
Boards is to secure harm ony and unity ot action 
among persons and com m unities desirous of 
adding to the population and developing the 
resources of the State; and whereas, there is not 
th at knowledge of the wants of localities and 
th s m ethods for efficient work that should exist 
in order to secure the best results irom the 
efforts now being m ade; therefore, 
Resolved, T hat this Board arranged a series of 
m eetings under the direction of the Executive 
Committee, to be convened by the several 
Countv Boards having m em bership relations 
w ith this Board, and th at a com m ittee of three 
persons ha appointed to attend such m eetings aa 
representatives of this Board with a view to the 
m utual discussion of the plans and methods 
best calculated to secure the objects for which 
this Board and the various County Boards were 
organized. 
Resolved, T hat the first m eeting of the series to 
be held by the Teham a County Board of Trade 
at Red Bluff on some day next week. 
COMMUNITY JEALOUSIES. 
Mr. Mills, speaking on the subject, dis­ 
cussed the merits of methods of town im ­ 
provements, as illustrated in a measure by 
the meeting at Stockton. H e spokeagainst 
the common feature of ill-feeling in com­ 
munities, and of the tendency of one per­ 
son to run down the value of the property 
of another. H e told of one notary in an 
interior town who, when called upon re­ 
garding the sale of a piece of land for 
$3,000 an acre, told the purchaser that he 
knew of a better place for $2,000. H e ad­ 
vised hearty co-operation in the improve­ 
m ent of communities. “ Fix up your own 
places,” he said, and then he advised the 
State Board to do all in its power for towns 
trying to be progressive. 
H e expressed 
willingness to go to Red Bluff at a meeting 
called for progressive action, if Mr. Estee 
was willing to go also. Continuing he 
spoke hopefully of the prospects for all 
sections of the State, and especially of the 
high prospects for all present centers of 
population. 
OTHER VIEWS. 
Mr. Estee questioned regarding the pos­ 
sibility of keeping up such meetings, and 
asked who could go to these different coun­ 
ties. The members of the State Board, 
most of them, at least, are kept too busy 
with private matters. 
For himself, he 
would be willing to go to Red Bluff, but he 
was confident that he was not much of a 
•‘boomer.” H e believed in helping those 
communities that help themselves. By 
booming he meant to let the world know 
just what the resources of the placeare and 
tell no more. H e advised against the 
State Board attem pting more than it could 
fulfill. 
General Chipman urged the adoption of 
the resolution, saying that a few words in 
a town from a stranger would be of more 
value than all that residents m ight say. 
The State Board desires support, but it can­ 
not have it unless it takes some measures 
to let the supporting bodies know what it 
is doing. 
Discussion followed at some length and 
resulted in the adoption of the resolution. 
A CITRUS COLONT. 


Placer County People Engaging Largely 
in Orange Culture. 
R o c k lin , April 3d.—The Placer County 
Citrus Colony, a corporation, was organ­ 
ized here yesterday, by the owners of 10,000 
acres contiguous to the railroad, between 
Rocklin and Penryn. The object is not to 
sell land, but to improve private holdings 
by opening avenues and boulevards, plant­ 
ing tiees, etc., on a uniform plan and to 
bring in water from the Birdsall ditch. 
Among the stockholders are W ashington 
Porter, A. T. Hatch, J. K. Armsby, and 
other 
prom inent fruit men.

The Administration Said to be Working 
Oregon Politics.

W a s h in g to n , April 3d.—There have been 
rumors in W ashington for some tim e that 
the Administration was interfering in poli­ 
tics in Oregon for the purpose of capturing 
the Electoral vote of that 8tate in the next 
Presidential election, Senator Mitchell, in 
a conversation with yonr correspondent 
CO-day, said: “ A Prohibition Convention 
¿ a s been held and G. M. Miller nominated 
for Congress. Prohibition candidates for 
local offices will also be nominated, I un­ 
derstand, in all the counties of the State. 
The Democratic and Repnblican Congres­ 
sional Conventions, at which delegates to 
the National Conventioa will be chosen, 
will be held within a few days. 
Repre­ 
sentative H erm an will be renominated for 
his third term by the Republicans, without 
opposition.” 
" W hat do yon hear about the interfer­ 
ence of the Administration in Oregon poli­ 
tics?” asked the correspondent. 
“ Very little,” was the Senator’s reply. 
“ I have no doubt but what the President 
is interested in enrolling one more State on 
the list of those that at present fill the 
Democratic column. I havereceived letters 
from San Francisco saying that John P. 
Irish was going to Oregon to stam p the 
State for the Administration. As Irish was 
in W ashington and saw the President, I 
presume they m ust have come to some sort 
of understanding regarding Pacific Coast 
politics. There hare been some sugges­ 
tions that John F. Switt go into the State 
to canvass for the Republicans, but I do not 
know what troth there is in the rumor. 
Great dissatisfaction existed in Oregon in 
regard to the tariff policy of the President. 
I have received personal letters from many 
Democratic friends saying that if Cleveland 
was again a candidate he would lose at 
least 1,000 Democratic votes in Oregon.” 
" How abont the State election ? ” asked 
the correspondent. 
“ I am not so Bure about it,” was the 
answer. “ The hostility toward the Presi­ 
dent might not have so much effect in a 
State election, but when it comes to the 
Presidential election many Democrats will 
not vote for him .

and 
if 
our 
National Convention nominates a man who 
is right ou the Chinese, tariff and money 
questions, we will be successful in the Pres­ 
idential contest. On the tariff the Presi­ 
dent’s message is aimed directly against 
three of our principal industries—wool, 
lead aud lumber. Oregon produces fifteen 
millions pounds of wool this year for ship­ 
ment, and it is proposed to sacrifice this in­ 
dustry to foreign competition. Besides, 
our people have not forgotten that last year 
Cleveland pocketed a river and harbor bill 
of only $9,000,000 that contained appropria­ 
tions aggregating $600,000 for Oregon.” 


CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


Th© Senate. 
W a s h in g to n , April 3d.—In the Senate 
to-day Mitchell, from the Committee on 
Railroads, reported the bill appropriating 
$500,000 for a boat railroad around the ob­ 
structions to navigation in the Columbia 
river at the Celilo Falls and The Dalles. 
The bill was placed on the calendar. 
The resolution heretofore offered by Rid- 
dleberger to suspend so much of the rules 
aa provide for executive sessions during the 
consideration of the fisheries treaty was 
taken up. He gave uotice yesterdav that 
he would call up the resolution in order 
that those who were opposed to it might 
absent themselves and 
draw upon the 
courage which thpy lacked to vote for it. 
His proposition had been beaten from time 
to time, and had been for five years, by just 
the same kind of parliam entary practices 
that had been tried to-day, the interposing 
of other morning business. 
He called for 
the yeas and nays. 
Edmunds said he desired to submit some 
observations to the Senate which he did 
not care to subm it to her Majesty’s Minis­ 
ters just at present. H e therefore moved 
that the galleries be cleared and the doors 
closed. 
The motion was agreed to and the order 
given for an executive session. 
The Senate, after two hours spent in se­ 
cret session, opened the doors. 
During the secret session Riddleberger’s 
resolution to consider the fisheries treaty 
in open session was the only subject of de­ 
bate. 
Senators Edmunds and H oar made a 
strong fight against the resolution. 
Upon motion of Senator Butler, the reso­ 
lution was ordered to be referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, only 
eight members voting against it. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the bond bill. 
A vote was taken on Palmer’s motion to 
recommit the bond purchase bill, and the 
motion was rejected—yeas 20, nays 31. 
A substitute for the bill, declaring that 
the aathority to purchase bonds, given in 
the Act m aking appropriations for sundry 
expenses for the year ending June 30, 1882, 
was intended to be a permanent provision 
of the law and is declared such and to be 
now in full force and effect, was offered by 
Spooner and was agreed to. 
Spooner’s substitute was agreed to with­ 
out discussion. 
Beck then offered an amendment, as an 
additional section, providing that whenever 
the circulation, or any portion thereof, to 
any bank not in liquidation shall be sur­ 
rendered and shall not be taken up by 
other national banks, the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall purchase at the market price 
an equal amount of silver bullion in excess 
of the m inim um monthly coinage, which 
shall be coined and used as provided for in 
the silver coinage bill of the 28th of Feb­ 
ruary, 1878. 
Stewart 
proposed an addition to the 
amendment, aüd Beck accepted it, provid­ 
ing that nothing in the Act shall alter or 
repeal the Silver Coinage Act of 1878. 
Sherman approved fully of the substitute 
as agreed to, and thought it an improve­ 
ment on the House bill, but thought it best 
to postpone the consideration of Beck’s 
proposition till a more convenient season. 
He was clearly of the opinion that it was 
not wise to continue the coinage of silver 
when purchased. 
If the proposition was 
stripped of that feature, and if it applied 
only to the purchase and deposit of silver 
bullion, it would be relieved of all ob­ 
jection. 
Would it not be best to let the 
bill, as it now stood, unobjectionable in 
form, go to the President and be approved 
aud carried into execution, and let the pro­ 
posed amendm ent and all propositions as 
to the silver question go to the Committee 
on Finance and be carsfnllv considered? 
After further debate by Beck, McPherson 
and Plumb, and without action on the 
amendm ent offered by Beck, and with the 
substitute for the bill still to be reported 
from the Committee of the Whole, the 
Senate adjourned. 
The Hoase. 
W a s h in g to n , April 3d.—In the House 
to-day Culbertson called up the special or­ 
der, the Senate direct tax bill. 
Foran moved that the Honse go into 
Committee of the W hole on the pension 
appropriation bill. 
Lost. 
Wheeler moved to reconsider the vote. 
Tabled. 
The House then went into Committee of 
the W hole for the consideration of the spe­ 
cial order. 
Teller of Ohio said that while the bill 
was an im portant one on account of the 
money involved in it, the facts of the case 
were so simple that he did not think any 
extended discussion necessary. The bil’l 
proposed to relinquish the amount of di­ 
rect tax uncollected and to provide for re­ 
payment to States and individuals who 
had paid any of the money. 
Oates of Alabama, in opposing the bill, 
argued that under the Constitution Con­ 
gress had a perfect right to levy a direct 
tax, hot he denied the constitutional right 
of Congress to refund a tax which had been 
legally levied and applied. 
If the House 


was determined to p?ss this bill it should 
inclnde within its provisions one for revis­ 
ing the cotton tax, which had been uncon­ 
stitutionally levied. 
After further debate the committee rose, 
and the House took a recess until 8 p. m. 
At the evening session bills reported by 
the Committee on Military Affairs only 
were considered.

Five Prisoners Burned to Death— 
Immigrants Pouring In—Civil 
Service Tricks.

ON THE KAILS. 


THE STANFORD MAUSOLEUM. 


Tha Magnificent Tomb to be Built at 
Palo Alto. 
[St. Louis Republican.) 
\N ASHINGTON, March 17th.—The architect 
who planned the magnificent mausoleum 
of Senator Stanford at San Francisco was 
in W ashington last week. He says that it 
will be the most elaborate repository for 
the dead ever built in this country. The 
beautiful mausoleum of Jay Gould at 
Woodlawn, aud the magnificent tomb of 
the Vanderbilts 
at Huguenots, Staten 
Island, will be eclipsed by this work of 
monumental art. 
In style of architecture the simple but 
effective methods of the ancient Egyptians 
wifi be followed. 
Massive, imperishable 
granite of a light shade of gray, with an in­ 
terior lining of the finest Italian marble, 
wifi be employed. The item of expense 
has not been considered, the designers be­ 
ing given carte blanche as to cost, and di­ 
rected to secure the best of material and 
workmanship to be had. The total outlay 
necessary to complete the tomb and pre­ 
pare the surroundings with reach $100,000, 
and may considerably exceed that amount. 
The item of transportation alone wifi be a 
large one, as the granite will be shipped 
from Vermont and the marble from Italy. 
The site selected is a beautiful four-acre 
plot in the Senator’s grounds just outside 
of San Francisco. It already contains hand­ 
some shrubbery, and occupies an altitude 
commanding a magnificent view of the bay. 
A drive-way sixty feet wide wifi be made, 
circling around a slight elevation, on the 
brow on which will be the tomb. The ait 
of the landscape gardener wifi be employed 
to beautify the approaches and render even 
more effective the vistas of the park. 
The structure wifi be in the form of a 
temple and wifi be twenty-five feet square. 
There wifi be a double row of massive 
granite columns supporting the roof of the 
portico at the front. On each side of the 
entrance wifi be a majestic sphinx carved 
from a singie block of granite. Heavy 
bronze gates close the entrance, and within 
are solid doors of polished granite. The 
roof and sides are also of granite and are 
to be built in the most substantial m an­ 
ner. The stone employed is the Barre 
granite, from Barre, Vermont. It has a 
slight, bluish-gray tint, which shows deli­ 
cate carving to advantage and retains its 
color without change. 
Each block was 
cut the requisite shape at the quarrv and 
marked to designate its position. They 
wTere 
then 
boxed, to prevent injury, 
and shipped to San Francisco. 
All the 
main portions of the structure have been 
sent on, and work on excavations for the 
tomb has been commenced. 
The carving of sphinxes and the more 
delicate portions of the stonework have 
been done in this city under the direction 
of 'Jaterson «fe Clark, the designéis of the 
tomb. The two majestic sphinxes are ad­ 
mirably done, and as worthy guardians of 
the ashes of an American money king as 
their prototypes were of the remains of the 
ancient Ptolemies. 
The iuterior of the mausoleum wifi be 
done in white marble. The ceiling wifi be 
a single arch of marble with a span of 
twenty-five feet. There will be no crypts 
or vaults, and provisions wifi be made for 
the remains of only three persons—those 
of the Senator and Mrs. Stanford and the 
son. These will occupy sarcophagi placed 
on the three sides of the chamber. The 
body of her son, over which Dr. Talmage 
preached the funeral oration nearly two 
years ago, is now in a receiving vault in 
San Francisco awaiting the completion of 
the tomb. The sarcophagi are being made 
in Italy ; each one will "be hewn from a 
single block of the purest white marble. 
The lid wifi be made of a separate piece, 
and the exterior ornamented with the most 
exquisite carving. The casket containing 
the bodies wifi be inclosed in a leaden cas­ 
ing before being placed in the sarcophagus. 
Each receptacle wifi contain an appropriate 
inscription, and the name ‘ Stanford” will 
appear over the entrance. 
The mausoleum wifi be completed dur­ 
ing the coming summer, and, when com­ 
pleted, wifi be a fitting abode for the re­ 
mains of one of the most successful men of 
the day ; a railroad magnate, a millionaire 
and a philanthropist, who is building a 
university that wifi cost between $15,000,­ 
000 and $20,000,000; a man who lives mag­ 
nificently, with wealth and friends and 
everything that makes life worth living, 
yet who has had the great sorrow of losing 
his son, h¡3 only child, and when he and 
his wife are called to another world and 
their remains occupy their stately tomb the 
family history wifi end. 


The Strike on th e Michigan Central Road 
Declared Off. 
C h icag o , Ajiril 3d.—At 2 o'clock this 
afternoon the Michigan Central yard em­ 
ployes returned to work. 
Upon what 
terms the strike was declared off they 
would not say. An official of the company 
said that the return to work was condi­ 
tional. It had been decided upon in a 
conference between the strikers, the offi­ 
cers of the company and a delegation of 
the Brotherhood of Engineers from Jack­ 
son. 
The men were to handle the freight of­ 
fered to them, and the Burlington train, 
which had caused all the commotion, would 
be handled this afternoon. 
THE FINAL STRUGGLE TO-DAY. 
C h icag o , April 3d.—The Burlington offi­ 
cials announced this afternoon that the de­ 
livery of cars to a large num ber of roads 
would be attempted to-morrow, and the 
final struggle in the great strike would 
probably then take place. 
No attempt was made by the company to 
do business to-day, the plea being tnat the 
police were needed at the polls throughout 
the city, where the municipal election was 
in progress. An inkling of how the 
BURLINGTON’S GENERAL ADVANCE 
May be m et to-morrow in some quarters, 
lies in the fact that in order to reach the 
Grove-street yards, where connection is 
made with at least six other roads, the “ Q.” 
has to pass over a section of the Alton 
tracks, where they were so vigorously ob­ 
structed yesterday. 
The switches of the Rock Island yards 
are locked so that no Burlington cars can 
be run in. 
SPIKED SWITCHES. 
The officials of the St. Paul road discov­ 
ered that the 
switches connecting the 
Northwestern tracks at W estern avenue 
were spiked. 
The St. Paul people say the 
Northwestern probably 
think this the 
safest w'ay by which to avoid trouble, as 
the spiking of switches precludes the pos­ 
sibility of any freight being tendered the 
Northwestern »nd St. Paul. 
They hold 
that the spiking was done at the instiga­ 
tion of the Northwestern officials. 
THE UNCONDITIONAL SURRENDER 
Of the Michigan Central strikers to-day 
was due to the influence exerted by a dele­ 
gation of Brotherhood men from Jackson, 
who arrived this morning.

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THE FRENCH TEOÜBLE. 


“ The crisis in France,” as the dispatches 
phrase it, does not appear to us to presage 
such serious trouble for the Republic as the 
accounts say is entertained. France has 
several times passed through greater pseril 
since she adopted the republican scheme, 
and each time has emerged stronger than 
before. President Carnot we look upon as 
possessed of a good deal more of that 
quality of political backbone necessary in 
such a time as this, than President Grevy 
had in the later years of his incumbency. 
The fact that the Ministry by conventional 
rule retires on disagreement with the 
Chamber, does not indicate, of necessity 
an agitation that is likely at an early day 
to bring up in revolution. The motion for 
urgency divided the Chamber very evenly 
—certainly there was no such strong ma­ 
jority for Daguerre's motion as to encour­ 
age the Boulanger party to make a stand 
at once against the Government, should a 
new Cabinet also join issue with the Rad­ 
icals, as is altogether likely. Neither will 
any Ministry l>e called to the bureaus that 
will consent to the abolition of the Senate 
as the Radicals 
propose 
in revising 
the Constitution. 
Nor will President 
Carnot 
call 
for 
any 
formation 
of a 
Cabinet 
that 
will 
put Bou­ 
langer 
at 
the 
head 
of 
the W ar 
Department. If these issues are to be 
fought out, the Radicals might as well be­ 
gin their threatened revolution at once— 
it would, indeed, be best for France that 
they should resort to force now, and de­ 
clare Boulanger Dictator. Such a step, 
more speedily than any other, would rally 
the patriotism of France to the defense of 
the Republic, and 
the 
Revolutionists 
would be crushed in the earliast hours of 
their effort. To such resort, however, they 
will not now fly. Their purpose appears to 
be rather to annoy and discourage the real 
friends of the Republic. 
These political flurries in France teach 
us that the politicians of the country have 
not as yet formed a correct idea of the pur­ 
pose of the Republic, and have, indeed,' 
but a feeble conception of the scheme. It 
is unfair to conclude that all those in the 
ranks of the Radicals desire to overthrow 
the present system. They fail, however, 
to look beyond their acts and foresee, as 
they easily might, the inevitable outcome 
of their insane folly if persisted in much 
longer. They cannot, as we have said, 
conquer now; but the day will come when 
a weaker man than Carnot will preside 
over the Republic, and if they continue 
their assaults, such a man will fall down 
before them, and that will be the signal 
for the Royalists to attempt usurpation. 
The Bonapartists, Orleanists, and Com­ 
munists—every faction opposing the Re­ 
public—casts its strength with the party 
challenging every 
Ministry appointed. 
But this significant fact appears to make 
no impression upon the opponents of the 
Government. In this country, if such an 
issue were possible between Congress and 
the Executive, it would not take the peo­ 
ple at large a day to resolve u|>on which 
ride to cast their fortunes. 
The safety of France now is in the su­ 
perficial character of these ministerial 
overthrows. They do not reach the ¡>eo- 
ple, as a rule. 
The small land owner and 
the manufacturer, the Frenchman of the 
more distant parts of the Republic, the la­ 
borer and the artisan, the people, indeed 
outside of a half dozen of the cities of 
France, do not consider their liberties en­ 
dangered 
by 
ministerial 
revolutions. 
When, however, the question 
reaches 
them that involves a real change of Gov­ 
ernment we hold to the belief that they 
will manifest far greater attachment to the 
Republic than they are credited with. It 
has assured them in peace for sixteen 
years; under it they have greatly pros­ 
pered; it has given them a financial sys­ 
tem far superior to any France had ever 
known; it has conserved general educa­ 
tion; it has broadened the exercise of 
freemen’s rights; it has given them a new 
•ease of the power of the units in a polit­ 
ical organism, without appeals to sword 
and torch: it lias retained their country 
in the confidence and esteem of all other 
nations; it has strengthened her army and 
navy without oppressing the jieople with 
extraordinary taxation—in every way it 
has bettered the condition of the French­ 
man who toils, and he who invests his 
means 
in 
industries. 
It 
must 
be 
admitted that indifference to governmental 
aflairs is always evidence of weakness in a 
people; but the conditions in France are 
•uch as yet that there cannot be expected 
that political activity among the masses 
to which in our own Republic we are ac­ 
customed. In a sense, the French outside 
the cities are indifferent to political events 
at the Capital, but if it comes to the ques­ 
tion of radically departing from republican 
forms and systems, we entertain the belief 
that the people of France will prove to 
the political agitators of France that they 
have greatly underestimated the devotion 
of the Frenchmen of to-day to the Re 
public. 


THE FEÜCHIEB BEHANS. 


The United States Government cannot 
for a moment concede the position of the 
French Government to be sound in the 
Feuchier case. 
Feuchier is a native of 
France, but became an American citizen. 
Returning to France on a visit he is com­ 
pelled to enter the army to do unfinished 
duty. 
Upon our Government applying 
for his discharge, it is answered that this 
cannot be granted until it is established 
by the judgment of a competent French 
Court that he is not a citizen of France. 
The certification of the Government of the 
United States ought to be sufficient, before 
any nation with which we are at peace, 
concerning the citizenship of one of our 
people. 
As we recognize no distinction 
between citizens, whether native or foreign 
bom in their right to the protection of 
the flag, we cannot for an instant admit 
that on the demand of a foreign power, 
we must go into its Courts to establish the 
right of one deprived of his liberty to pro­ 
tection at our hands. 
That for many 
mouths this case of Feuchiers has hung 
between the gaps of diplomatic corre­ 
spondence, is not creditable to the admin­ 
istration. 
If the liberties of American 
citizens are to be thus dallied with, what 
safety can any one, native born or natural­ 
ized, feel in traveling abroad ? If foreign 
Governments are to nominate Courts be­ 
fore which the demands of the United 
States for the liberty of its citizens must 
be adjudicated, what value is there in the 
protection our flag is supposed to afford us 
when in foreign parts ? 
There was not 
such hesitation when Nathaniel Ingraham 
before Smyrna demanded the release of 
Martin Kozta, and gave such time for 
compliance as would take his gunners to 
light their matches. The American citi­ 
zen under this irritating delay by the 


State Department of to-day, reflecta that it 
would have, at least, be less under a Repub­ 
lican administration, and with such a man 
as Blaine at the head a£ the Department 
of State. 


S in c e the terrible blizzard a t the East 


th a t blocked the elevated railway of New 
York for three days, the question of sub­ 
terranean tramways has been again brought 
to the front. 
The plan now projected 
materially differs from all former ones, in 
proposing to run the tunnels under private 
property instead of under the streets. 
This, while costing more, is more feasible, 
because there would not b* such a net­ 
work of sewers and conduits, gas and 
water pipes through which to steer. In­ 
deed, when the cost of removing these to 
one side is counted, it may turn out that 
the purchase of the right of way beneath 
private property will be true economy. 
One thing is certain, however, the blizzard 
having settled that beyond question, that 
New York will before very long have a 
subterranean railway running 
parallel 
with Broadway. 
The necessity for main­ 
taining rapid transit uninterrupted the 
year round, insures the construction of the 
new line.

ACROSS THE BR1DSE. 


What the District Attorney of Yolo Says 
About Washington* 
Frank Sprague, District Attorney of Yolo 
county, was in the city yesterday. H e was 
asked w hat the Yolo authorities proposed 
to do w ith the faro banks, tan games, and 
opium joints that would be started in the 
town of W ashington this week. “ W ell,” 
replied he, “ they’re your banks, your 
games and yonr joints, and you had hitter 
take care of them yourselves. Sacramento 
county has jurisdiction 500 yards beyond 
her county lines and if you don’t like 
those things in W ashington close them up 
and keep them moving. By the way. Yolo 
county will give you W ashington if you 
w ant it. It is a dumping-place for your 
paupers and petty criminals, and has be­ 
come an eyesore to the good people of our 
county and a heavy expense to our taxpay­ 
ers. Say nothing more about it, but just 
take the whole thing.” H e said there were 
some good people in W ashington but the 
Sacramento authorities had allowed it to 
became a “ Canada ’’ on a small scale. 
Across the bridge means im m unity from 
arrest. 


N ew Court Rules. 
Judges Armstrong and Van Fleet, sitting 
in bank in the Superior Court yesterday, 
adopted new rules for the government of 
the Courts. Th* principal change in the 
rules was in the division of business be­ 
tween the two Departments, as under the 
old rules Department Two had m uch the 
larger am ount of business. 
The length of notice to be given of mo­ 
tions to dismiss appeals was changed from 
two to five days. 
The new rules require that stipulations 
between counsel shall either be made in 
open Court and entered upon the minutes, 
or filed in writing. 
Another new rule provides the m anner 
in which juries may be waived, and that 
either party demanding a jury, shall, be­ 
fore the day of the trial, deposit with the 
Clerk $24, to secure the payment of the 
jury for one day. 
The Judges have also agreed that here­ 
after there shall be separate juries, one for 
each Department. No more joint juries 
will be called. Each D epartm ent will set 
its own calender and try it by its own jury. 
The practice of having a joint jury has led 
to a great deal of confusion in the past. 


Francis D’Hondt’g W1H. 
An interesting will contest was heard by 
Judge Van Fleet in D epartm ent Two o. 
the Superior Court, yesterday. Two wills 
made by Francis D’H ondt were filed for 
probate, one dated October 5, 1885, and 
the other dated November 23, 1887. The 
firat will named Mrs. Marie Rosie D’Hondt, 
wife of the testator, as executrix, while the 
second named Albion C. Sw*etzer as exec­ 
utor. The estate was valued at some $20,­ 
000 and was left to Mrs. D’H ondt in b&th 
wills, but she objects to the probate of the 
last will because it named Mr. Sweetzer as 
executor, as the commissions of the exec­ 
utor, she alleges, will am ount to $920. She 
alleges also that Sweetzer took advantage of 
his position as agent to induce her hus­ 
band to name him as executor. W hen the 
case came up for hearing yesterday the first 
will was withdrawn and the contest to the 
second abandoned, except as to the exec­ 
utor. The will was admitted to probate 
and the Court heard the argum ents of Add. 
C. H inkson on behalf of Mrs. D’H ondt 
and Clinton L. W hite on behalf of Mr. 
Sweetzer. Judge Van Fleet, after hearing 
the testimony and arguments, took the 
m atter under advisement. 


T h e S u p erv iso rs. 
The Board of Supervisors were out on 
th-A*.#£nt yesterday morning looking into 
the question of opening the old Jones and 
Parsons road. They returned in time to 
hold a session at 2 o’clock p. m. All of the 
members were present. 
In the m atter of the application of 
Dwight Hollister and others for a road in 
Road District No. 12, all the interested 
parties were represented by counsel. W. 
A. Gett appeared for the petitioners, Mr. 
Britton appeared for the San Francisco 
Savings Union, a non-consenting 
land 
owner, and P. R. Beckley appeared for 
Joseph Green, another non-consenting land 
owner. The m atter was set for hearing at 
10 o’clock this morning. 
H. C. Kattau, Overseer of Road District 
No. 4, and A. Oakley, Overseer of Road 
District No. 11, filed their quarterly reports, 
which were referred to the Committee on 
Roads and Highways. 


T w o In s a n e M en. 
Captain Karcher and officer Ash yes­ 
terday afternoon arrested an insane man 
named John Hines and lodged him in the 
County Jail to sw ait an examination. 
Yesterday morning Dr. W hite sent an in­ 
sane man named W illiam Reissel from the 
County Hospital in charge of a nurse, who 
was to deliver him at the County Jail. 
W hen they arrived at the corner of Seventh 
and I streets the man leaped from the 
wagon and made his escope. H e has not 
yet been recaptured. Reissel came from 
Folsom a few days ago suffering with rheu­ 
matism and was adm itted to the hospital. 
On Monday he began to show signs of in­ 
sanity, and a suicidal tendency soon de­ 
veloped. He is said to have gone to Folsom 
from Auburn, Placer county. 


President of the Pacific University. 
Rev. Dr. A. C. H irst who came to this 
ooast as the successor of Dr. Stratton bb 
President of the University of the Pacific 
at San Jose, is to visit Sacramento this 
week. Dr. H irst came to his present posi­ 
tion from the pastorate of one of the lead­ 
ing churches of Cincinnati, Ohio, and had 
a reputation through the Atlantic States as 
a brilliant pulpit orator, a reputation he 
has confirmed since on this coast. H e is a 
finished scholar, and a valuable accession 
to the educational force of the State. He 
will preach on Sunday at the Sixth street 
and Central M. E. churches, and will doubt­ 
less have a large hairing. 


Young Scamps. 
Yesterday afternoon a gang of young 
scamps built a huge fire in a shed belong­ 
ing to T. M. Lindley, on the alley between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth, P and Q streets. 
But for the timely arrival of neighbors the 
shed would have been on fire, and others 
across the alley probably burned. 
The 
names of the ringleaders have been se­ 
cured and will be given to the police, and 
if the young scamps attem pt anything of 
the kind again they will all be arrested. 


The Weather Report. 
According to the Signal Service reports

Chief Lee’a First Order Closes *11 Gam­ 
bling Dens In the City. 
Sacramento is to be congratulated upon 
the election of a Chief of Police by “ The 
People,” upon a pledge of enforcing the 
laws, and who, it is believed, will honor 
the pledge which honors him. The result 
of his first order to the police, to “ arrest 
all persons found violating the law,” and 
that “ any officer fonnd violating this order 
will be suspended," has already accom­ 
plished a 
complete 
revolution 
in the 
“ motley crowd 
appearance of the lower 
portion of the city. 
Last night every light was out at the 
several places recently pointed out by the 
R e co b d -U n io n where faro games were be­ 
ing openly conducted. 
Every one of these 
games and the Chinatown gambling dens, 
have been closed by Chief Lee’s simple an­ 
nouncement that the law shall be enforced. 
They will remain closed unless there is a 
change of base on the part of the Chief, 
and it is confidently believed that no Buch 
change need be anticipated. 
Chief Lee has already, within twenty- 
four hours after taking office, demonstrated 
what this paper has uniformly held—that 
it only requires the honest determination 
of the Chief of Police, sustained by the other 
Police Commissioners,to absolutely stop aDd 
prohibit all unlawful gaming. W hat now, 
in the face of this promptly-accomplished 
fact, can the papers and individuals say 
that are constantly asserting, “You can 
never stop gambling 7” 
The fact is, you can never stop gambling 
in any community so long as those whose 
sworn duty it is to stop it have no desire to 
do so, and who, while standing with their 
faces to the people, making pretensions of 
honest purposes, hive their palms behind 
them, receiving shekels for conferred “ in­ 
dulgences 
or who perm it the games to 
run unmolested for the reason that the 
officials so violating their oath of office 
look to the chief gamblers for their renotn- 
ination and re-election to the public sta­ 
tions they occupy and disgrace. 
W hatever may have been the cause which 
permitted grambling in the Capitol City, 
and whoever was responsible for it, let it 
be hoped that this is now forever past, and 
that our present Board of Police Commis­ 
sioners will find at all times in Chief Lee 
an officer who will honestly enforce the 
law, and that the Chief will have the un­ 
wavering supportof his co-Commissioners— 
the Mayor and Police Judge—to sustain his 
enforcement of the law. 


The School of Design Entertainment. 
A fine audience gathered at the A rt Gal­ 
lery last evening on the occasion of the 
entertainm ent given by the pupils of the 
School of Design, under the direction of 
W . F. Jackson. Mrs. H . I. Seymour, Miss 
Griswold and Mrs. F. Freeman gave piano 
selections that were very superior, and re­ 
ceived the hearty applause of the critical 
audience. Fine tableaux, statuary and 
living picture exhibits were made by pu­ 
pils of the school. The posings were very 
fine, and the draping of the figures was ad­ 
mirable, indicating a cultured taste in the 
conception and arrangement of the designs 
and the method of presenting them . The 
chief event of the evening, however, was 
the lecture by Moneignor T. J. Capel. The 
lecturer was introduced by Vice-President 
Green, of the Museum Association. The 
discourse was divided into two parts, be­ 
tween which music and a portion of the 
tableaux were introduced. The subject of 
the lecture was, “ How to Study Pictures.” 
It was a discourse of the most scholarly 
character, evidencing the profound study 
made of the subject by the lecturer, the 
broad knowledge of art possessed by the 
speaker, and his clear conceptions of the 
practical usefulness of a knowledge of 
drawing, and the importance of a culti­ 
vated taste in molding character and fitting 
youth for the battle of life. 
The lateness of the hour at which the en­ 
tertainm ent closed renders it impossible to 
give any extended synopsis of the lecture, 
which held the audienee in the closest at­ 
tention, and interested every person pres­ 
ent so deeply, t hat there was not m ani­ 
fested the sli • .est weariness or disposition 
to have the speaker close. He defined a 
picture, and clearly distinguished it from 
those works which are purely mechanical. 
H e analyzed the method of making a picture 
and the mental processes that must operate 
with the artist to successful work. 
H e 
made exceedingly lucid the absorption of 
the idea of a subject by the painter, and 
its reproduction by him, by projecting his 
conception or idea of the theme, upon the 
canvas. H e next treated of the inspira­ 
tion, the purpose, the motive of a pistnre. 
In this branch of his treatm ent he analyzed 
the thought of some of the greatest master­ 
pieces of the world, and compared the arts 
of architecture, sculpture and painting. 
H e came next to the origin of art tastes, 
the love of the pure and the beautiful, and 
found the beginning of these to be with the 
m other who molds the character of the 
child. H e traced its passage to the school­ 
room, and the effect of the study of draw­ 
ing upon the developing man or woman. 
H e showed the effect of good taste in the 
interiors of homes, upon the characters 
and habits 
of the 
inmates, and the 
good 
results 
in 
community 
life. 
Finally, he pointed 
out the absolute 
necessity for addressing the intelligence 
through the taste for illustration and how 
powerful an influence a love for illustra­ 
tion exerts upon the moral and intellectual 
parts. He dwelt freely upon the need for 
teaching drawing in the schools, and cited 
liberally from tfle experience of public 
educational schemes in England and in 
France, Germany and Italy, expressing his 
surprise that so little attention is given the 
subject 
in 
the 
schools 
of America. 
Finally he spoke of the 
Sacramento 
School of Design and the promise of 
such institutions in the communities of 
California. H e urged the people to sup­ 
port the school, to endow it, to fill its chairs 
with pupils, and to make the nucleus th e , 
city has in the Art Gallery given it by Mrs. 
Crocker, yield the full promise with which 
it is charged and which it will do if it is 
properly cared for and made the influence 
it should be. He paid a high tribute to re­ 
ligion as an inspiration to art, and prophe­ 
sied for California development among its 
people of tastes for the beautiful, of love 
for the great natural beauty ot the Pacific 
Coast that would make its communities, in 
time, the rivals in refinement of the oldest 
and most cultured in the world. It was 
altogether one of the most entertaining, 
scholarly and profoundly interesting dis­ 
courses that has ever been delivered in Sac­ 
ram ento.

Alleged Brutal Assault Upon an Old 
Lady. 
Billy Towers was before Judge Bnckley 
in the Police Court yesterday morniDg to 
answer to the charge of having assaulted 
and attempted to rape an old lady named 
Mrs. Lower. He is a negro, about 21 years 
of age, and has been employed for the past 
year by Frank Cosby as a teamster. Mrs. 
Lower testified that she was alone in hei 
house on Wednesday morning last, shortly 
before daylight, when some one knocked 
at the door and demanded admission. She 
refused to open the door and it was broken 
in. She made a rush for the street and 
reached the sidewalk where she was thrown 
to the ground and assaulted in the most 
brutal manner. She screamed but was 
choked by her assailant, who fled at the 
sound of approaching footsteps. Her face 
still bore the marks of the assault. Mrs. 
Lower says that the moon was shining 
brightly and that she positively identifies 
Towers as the man who assaulted her. 
Frank Cosby testified that Towers did 
ot 
put in an appearance until after noon on 
Wednesday. 
The prisoner made a statement denying 
that he committed the assault. H e said 
that having some money on Tuesday night 
he came down town and went to Sm ith’s 
place, where he had a number of drinks. 
He said he then went to the Lafayette sa­ 
loon. got drunk and slept in a chair until 
morning. About 8 or 9 o’clock he went 
down to the w harf and slept until about 
3 o’clock in the afternoon. 
Judge Buckley decided to hear further 
testimony in the case. H e said that Mrs. 
Lower had evidently been badly treated by 
some one and he was inclined to believe 
her story, but if the prisoner could prove 
an alibi he should have an opportunity to 
do so. Further testimony will be taken 
this morning. 
H enry Richards, arrested for being drunk, 
forfeited a deposit of $5. 
Thomas Clark was found guilty of va­ 
grancy and sentenced to forty days" impris­ 
onment.
